A Startling Document Filed in 
Court this Morning. 


An Animated Discussion Follows 
its Reading, 


In which Frank J. Bowman and Judge 
John M. Krum Take the Lead- 
ing Parts. 


There was another dramatic seene in Court- 
room No. 2 this morning. It will be remem- 
bered that last Saturday Mr. Thos. T. Tatum 
filed a motion to set aside the settlement made 
between Capt. Silas Bent, Receiver of the St. 
Louis Mutual, and Judge Wilbur F. 
Boyle, whereby the latter compro- 
mised a suit by paying the sum of 
$10,000. After considerable discussion the 
petition was taken out of No. 3 and refiled iu 
No. 5. 

This morning Mr. Tatum went into No. 5, be- 
fore Judge Thayer, and withdrew the petition. 
He then wentinto No. 2, before Judge Wick- 
ham, and as soon as motions were in order 
arose and read a paper, of which the following 
is the substance: 

In the matter of the Receivership of the St. 

Louis Mutual Life Insurance Company. 

Silas Bent, Sole Receiver. 

Now come Mary E. Deatherage, widow of 
Rovert Deatherage, deceased, T. G. Pool 
and Joseph T. Tatum, policy-holders of tne 
St. Louis Mutual Life Insurance Company, and 
behalf of all other policy-heiders and creditors 

of said company, and Mound City Life Insur- 
unce Company. and respectiully suggest 
that other parties than those already sued by 
said Receiver have wrongfully taken, accepted 
and received and do Still retain inoneys 
and property belonging to the St. Louis Mu- 
tual Lilie Insurance Company. 

The petition then states that an affidavitis 
presented which reveals the names of the par- 
ties not sued who are alleged to have wrong- 
fully received money. 

Mr. Tatum then proceeded to read the am 
davit, which was made by Frank J. Boom en. 

Mr. Bou man's aftidavitstated that he believed 
that there had been a conspiracy tormed to 
wreck the St. Louis Mutual Life Insurance Com- 

many by the following persons, viz.: W. P. 
Vailingford, E. F. Taylor, Edward White omb, 
Jno. M. hrum, Zach J. Mitchell andone Wood- 
ward, who he alleges tormed a secret associa- 
tion for this purpose. The aflidavit then goes 
on to furnish specifications and details of the 
alleged secret gathering that are so eminently 
and strikingly libelous in their character and 
so incredibie that we must forbear to print it.

THE LEGAL MACHINERY STOP ? 


The Judges of the Crimical Courts will Ad- 
journ Court if Copies of the Revised Stat- 
vtes are not Forthcoming. 

As was stated in the Post- DISPATCH on Satur- 
day the revised statutes go into effect on the 
lst of November, and upto the present time 


them. In fact it is stated that they will not be 
fully printed before the end of the year. 

There has been eonsiderable discussion 
among the members of the bar as to whether it 
will be necessary for the courts to adjourn on 
the Ist until such time as the statutes are 
ready. 

A reporter interviewed Judge Laughlin, 
of the Crimiral Court, this morng 
ing, as to what course he would 
pursue if the statutes weré not ready 
by the first proxime, and tound bim 
firm in his opinion on the matter. 

He wll net jeopardize any case by working 
contrary to the stututes. Inashort conversa- 
tion with a reporter this afternoon, he said: 

I lam enabied to obtain acopy of the re- 
vised criminal code by the lst of November I 
shall continue with the business before me; 
if vet I shall adjourn court and not turn a 
wheel until l receive tame. The clerk of this 
court is in correspondence’ with Secre- 
tary of State McGrath, and intorms 
ine that he has hopes of obtaining acopy of the 
revised criminal cole, so that we will be 
placed to no inconventence.’’ 

Judge Cady states that he shall follow the ex- 
ample of Judge Laughlin, and not proceed af- 
ter the first ef next month without first receiy- 
ing a copy of the law. 


WHAT THE CIRCUIT JUDGES SAY 

A reporter called on Judge Thayer this after- 
noon and asked him what be and his associ. 
ates would do on account of the coming inte 
force of the revised statutes? 

The Judge said it was certain that he would 
not adjourn court, and was sure none of the 
other Judges would do so. He said they would 
do their best to find out what the law was 
and go ahead with business. They might 
make some mistakes, but nene that could not 
be convicted without much trouble. The 
Criminal Court is differently situated, and he 
thought it quite probable it would be compelled

PERUGIA. 


The Wonderful Exhibition of An- 


cient Art Works in the 
Etruscan City. 


Guardabassi’s Rich Museum—A Recent Dis- 
covery—The Finest of Stained Windows. 


[From the N. I. Evening Post. !] 

PERUGIA, ITALY, September 29.—P-:rugia, 
situated on one of the meuntains of the Apen- 
rine chain, is the chief city of the province of 
Umbria. Augusta Perusia’’ is the name 
aneiently written on the already old Etruscan 
gate. Its origin i- lost in the night of time; 
but traces of the Umbrians, the Pelasgians, 
the Etruscansand the Romans are found there; 
and it is caleul.uted that the city has been in- 
habited fro twenty-five hundred to three 
thousand years. 

The two Etruscan gates and many fragmeats 
of walls nade of enormous stones: the re- 
markable tomb of the volumm family, three 
miles from the citv: the innumerable relies of 
its ancient and prebistoric inhabitants that 
are constantly found m and about Perugia, 
render it one of the most interesting of the 
smaller cities of Itaiy. 

TIME EXIBITION. 

The Exhibition now open here has at- 
tracted me as well as many others to examine 
the treasures of Umbrian art and the results 
of its present industries and manufactures. 
It is a wonderful exhibition, as almost every 
period of the existence of Perugia is repre- 
sented. Not only Perugia, but all the towns 
of Umbria—Spileto, Gubbio, Assisi, Folig- 
no and oth r places of which the names are 
unfamiliar—have sent curious objects ef art 
or historical interest. 

The Exhibition held in twe different 
buildings on account of the abundance of the 
material. ‘The pictures and a number of an- 
cient works of art in brass, gold, silver, 
bronze or copper are in the Municipal 
Palace and occupy twenty rooms, several of 
which are very large. This building, which 
has been lately restored in accordance with 
its original beautiful architecture, was built 
in the Middle Ages. The upper part had 
fallen into ruin, but a freseo, called **The 
Funeral of San Ludovico,’’in the Bontigli 
Chapel—a room in the lower story—repre- 
sents the building and it Was restored from 
this picture. 

It would be impossible to describe all the 
old and rare works of art that have been 
breught from their obscure resting places in 
country churches among the mountains or 
convents or lonely houses where they had 
been left by half-forgotten ancestors. One of 
these is a bishop’s ivory crook, seven or eight 
feet long, with gold rings at every four,iuches. 
lt dates irom the vear 1250, and is the pro- 
perty of the nuns of San Siciliano. There is 
a gold patena and sacramental! cup enamelled 
in blue with small pictures. It dates from 
the year 1:0, and the artists in whose 
company we were, were enthusiastic 
in their admiration of its beauty. 
**Bella! Bella! Bella! Bellissima!’’ said they. 
Per Bacco! A work worthy of any one!’’ 
There wasa gold and silver rectangular called 
a pace, representing the Madonna and Child 
with saints kneeling below her throne. This 
‘article of relizion’’ is presented in the 
echurebes tot he 1s of the faithful to be kissed, 
and I heard a- gentleman near say that the 
parts showing the silver had been Worn away 
by the kisses. But a more cultivated eve dis- 
covered that the siiver represented the nude 
parts of the fizures, and that this mixture of 
silver and gold was executed with the exquis- 
ite and consumuiate art of the fifteenth 
tury. ‘The beautiful bass-relief ou this small 
Object Was Worthy of the best period pf Greek 
411. 

There was a metal cross about two feet high 
inthe Byzantine style and dating from the 
year 1000, hall igures of St. Johu the Bap- 
tist: the Madonna and two Aposties were in 
high relief on the four ends and the tigure of 
Christ in the center. “This case contains treas- 
ures,’ said the artists, as we examined the 
rare collection gathered from the churches of 
the province of Umbria. 

Here, also, are pictures illustrative of the 
Umbrian school of art from the early part of 
the Middle Ages tothe present day. There 
are saints and martyrs in alhthe attitudes of 
devotion and suffering all the tortures famil- 
iar to picture-lovers. St. Sebastian pierced 
by arrows, St. Laurence broiling on the grid- 
iron, St. Catbarine on the wheel. etc., are the 
The abun- 
dance of these pictures excited the devotion 
and admiration of a company of nuns with 
their scholars who were hear me. They gazed 
long and earnestly at the Madonnas an‘ sint, 
and martyrs, explaining to each other the 
legends of the Roman church. 

This part of the exhibition is on the summit 
ofthe bill of Perugia, but the university 
building down the hill contains new wonders 
of art and antiquity... Here isthe entire en. 
lectfon of Etruscan vases collected at great 
expense by Count Faina, of Orvieto, fromthe 
tombs ofthat city. The wonder was how he 
had transported fragile material from 
Orvieto to Perugia, as nearly all of these vis- 
es are composed of many fragments which he 
had patiently clued together. 

There were also many terra-cotta orna- 
ments of an ancient house recently discovereu 
in Orvieto, as wellas the many Etruscan an- 
tiauities which have been found from time te 
time in Perugia. One of these Wasa skeleton 
of an ancient inhavitant of Perugia—a tall 
woman with large gold hoop -ear-rings of 
Etruscan style lying on each side of the skull, 
where they had fallen from her ears. The 
glitter and freshness of these jewels formed a 
strange contrastto the drv bones of their 
owner. Among the other ancient vases and 
bronze, gold and silver ornaments and mir- 
rors Was a small collection made by General di 
CesnolainCypru. Italy, said Professor 
Pigorini, who was with us, “made a great mis- 
take in not securing the magnificent collection 
of antiquities which General di Cesnola sold 
tothe city of New York.’’ 

Professor Pigorini, by the way, is a distin- 
guished student of prehistorical antiquities— 
the stone arrowheads and other weapons of 
stone found in the terre-mare of Italy, Switz- 
erland and other countries of Europe, He is 
also collecting in Rome for the Govérnment 
an Ethnological Museum, and will soon make 
an extensive tour in Europe to cellect materi- 
al. Various Italian navigators also, as Prince 
Thomas of Savoy, Lieutenant Bove of the 
northern Swedish expedition, will bring cos- 
tumes, Ornaments and weapons of the people 
where their Vessels touch. 

1 TRUNK FROM GUBBIO. 

One of the most beautiful things in the Ex- 
hibition was a long leather trunk on legs, imi— 
tatedfrom one of the fourteenth century 
Which had been found broken to pieces in 
some old garret of Gubbio. The pieces of the 
original were there, but rusty and faded, and 
scarcely a trace remained of the original 
beauty of this case, which once perhaps 
served to contain the rich wedding clothes of 
some fair and aristocratic, bride But the 
imitation showed what it had been in those 
strange Middle-Age days. ‘Tne brown leather 
was overlaid with several broad bands of per- 
forated steel, through the graceful pattern of 
which rose green, vellow and 
crimson velvet. The brigh’. 
brilliant soft velvet produced a beautiful ef- 
fect contrasted with the sober brown of the 
leather. Many specimens of majolica repre- 
sented a manufactory of those porcelain pie— 
turesin Gubbio. Mau of them were imiuta- 
tions of the ancient piates for which Gubbio ts 
famous. 

Imitations of the majolica, the embroideries, 
the tapestries and carved furniture inherited 
from past centuries form the chief sources of 
industry of the modern Umbrians. Among 
these are the inlaid wooden trunks, wardrobes 
and bureaus. A dark colored wood is inlaid 
With alight vellow one, after the style of the 
fifteenth century, in figures of griffins—ani- 
mals with long necks, wings and fishes’ tails. 
Others are black walnut carved in flowers, 
fruits, birds, or grimons with bats’ heads and 
wide open mouths. 

PRIESTLY VESTMENTS., 

There was large hall filled with gold-em- 
broidered priestly vestments, many of them 
four or five centuries od, and all rare works 
of art, One of these was a tapestry of the 
thirteenth century, apparently as fresh and 
well preserved as the Gobelin tapestries of 
Paris, or of the schools of the Vatican and 
Saint Michael of Rome. The painter of our 
party estimated the value of this tapestry at 
$20,000, and was untiring in his admiration 
of its beauty. But we, with eyes less educated 
to descry the beautiful, should not have se- 
lected it from the other embroideries and ta- 
pestries in the hall. 

A curious old bass-relief attracted the at- 
tention of the sculptor. It represented a 
woman just dead witha — round her waist 
held by a priest. An angel and a demon con- 
tend for the possession of her spirit, and her 
good and evil deeds are Weighed in the bal- 
ance.

The Memphis Refugees Going Home to 
Winter. 


The citizens of Memphis whe took refuge in 
St. Louis from the recent epidemie of yellow 
fever are making their preparations to return 
to the first named eity within the next two 
weeks. Almost toa man, the 5,000 people 
here are going home, the general feeling here 
in favor of returning being so strong 
that after diligent inquiry a PostT-DisPpaTcu 
reporter could learn of but four firms who 
mcan to remain. 

All of these gentlemen unite inthe declar- 
ation that they have hada splendid money- 
making season. Their home trade has fol- 
lowed them here, and .they have received 
a percentage of the St. Louis business at the 
same time; still they seem to think that Mem- 
phis is the best point for them to do their 
trading. Few of them have met such active 
competitio as they haye eneountered 
in St. Louis, and, putting 
the good season to the credit 
of the general prosperity through the coun- 
try, they seem inclined to believe that had 
it not been for the fever they would have done 
even better at home. 

Last year at the end of the epi- 
demic all the houses did an im- 
mense business during November, Deeember, 
January aud February, which, it is stated, 
they will not enjoy this year. Last season 
trade was blocked by the quarantine, which 
dammed every channelef trade throughout 
the South. Business was practically suspend- 
ed during the summer and came in with a 
rush when the quarantine was broken—in 
other words, the people did, in four months, 
the trading which it'usually took them a year 
todo. Last year, also, an enormous amount 
of money, umounting to many thousands 
of dollars, went into the coun- 
try about Memphis. and made 
business flush 8 This year none 
of these conditions exist. emphis itself has 
been 

THE ONLY TOWN 
while the country all aboutit has 
fectiy open to commerce. As a result this 
country, which was well provisioned 
with merchandise for a siege of the fever un- 
derany circumstances, has been supplied 
abundantly from this market, and there is no 
unusual demand for goods throughout the 
South,. Goods have been shipped from St. 
Louis to Grenada, Mississippi, and thence 
north again to within ten miles of Memphis, 
and there has been very little outside money 
sentintothe country. As a consequence 
trade will not bein a better condition during 
the winter than it is now. 

A great many of the Memphis cotton 
factors and commission merchants propose to 
keep offices open in St. Louis, which they 
will retainas alast resortin case of another 
epidemic. The Lower Alabama trade can- 
not, they say, be broughtto St. Louis. be- 
cause of the action of the South- 
eastern Railroad, whieh has kept so high a 
tariff that the business was compelled to go 
in other directions, and they mean to follow 
their trade.

DEAD AT THE AGE OF 112. 
Mrs. Donohue’s Courageous Career in 
the Irish Rebellion. 
From the New York Star. ] 

Mrs. Mary Donohue died at her residence, 
No. 412 East Fifteenth street, on Monday, 
aged 112. She was born in Londonderry, 
Ireland, in 1767. The funeral 
took place yesterday morning from the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception. 
The remains were interred in Calvary 
Cemetery. 

Mrs. Donohue’s history was remarkable. 
Her father was a weil-to-do farmer in the 
county of Donegal. Public schools were not 
in existence, and the only place of instruction 
to be found, even under prohibition, was the 
‘“*hedye’’ schools. In these Mrs. Donehue 
gained a very imperfect education. Her 
schooling was interrupted dy the rebellion of 
8. Her father was concerned with the (hart- 
ists and other revolutionary societies, and 
soo became a marked man. Finally he was 
arrested; and then it was that the 
daughter found an opportunity of show- 
ing splendid courage. Her father was 
taken to Donegal and locked up in 
the Bridewell. She followea him on foot, and 
upon arriving in the town found it impossible 
to gain access to him. Wandering through 
the streets, foot-sore and tired, she meta 
young man whom she knew in Londonderry, 
and told her story. They both went to the 
lock-up. While the young country girl was 
in earnest conversation with the jailer the 
father managed to slip out and gain his free- 
dom. ‘The authorities made every endeavor 
to detain and — 4 the girl as an accomplice, 
but she was finally set free. From that mo- 
ment she entered art and soul into the re- 
bellion.. She folld@wed the rebels wherever

To-Morrew. 


His Remains to Arrive Here From Chicago in 
the Morning---Sketch of the Unforfortu- 
nate Bank-Teller’s Life---Another 
Foulhardy Balloonist.

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Last Saturday at St. Charles Mr. Neil Bray- 


ton made a balloon ascension at St. Charles 
at 12:30, im the presence of six thousand 
people. The balloon used by Brayton bears 


the name of Amazon, and was purchased 
about the middle of August from Prof. Wise. 
The balloon holds eleven thousand feet of gas, 
and was nearly full when the lines that held it 
were cast loose. Brayton, through 
some foolish impulse, declined 
using a basket in his ascension, 
and went up suspended by a rope which sup- 
ported two iron rings, through which his legs 
were passed.

At the Guildhail, on Saturday, Adolphus 
Rosenberg, of No. 4 Ludgate Circus Build- 
ings, the publisher of Town Talk, was 
brought up on a warrant before Aldermen 
Staples and Sir Thomas Dakin, charged with 
publishing a defamatory libel of and concern- 

ing Mrs. Cornwallis West. Mr. Lewis said 
he appeared to prosecute the defendant on 
behalf of Mr. Cornwallis West, of No. 49

which county he is the Lord Lieutenant. 
The defendant was the publisher of a paper 
called Town Talk.

Every single 
Statement or particle of statement contained

them was, from beginning to end, an infa- 
mous lic. There was not only not a phrticle 
of truth in it, but there was not the semblance 
northe shadow of afact of any kind u 
which that monstrous superstructure of lies 

d built. The article was headed: 

Irs. Cornwallis West The 
th proceeded : 

„It is an undoubted fact that the mostaris- 
tocratic portion of English society has done 
mere toward making our British higher class- 
es a byword for scandal and scoffing than all 
the efforts of demagogties and ‘republicans 
put together. Tothink that a lady of exalt- 
ed position should nd it worth her while to 
be photographed for sale is a disgrace to the 
upper ten thousand, and I trust that the 
rumor is true that Her Most Gracious Majesty 
has issued an express wish that this traffic 
in the likenesses of photographie beauties 
Shall be discontinued.

After 
having received her commission she returns 
home again to assume fresh positions, put on 
other costumes, and be taken backwards, 
full face and in profile. 

me of Mrs. West's greatest troubles is the 
fast that she is so out-photographed by Mrs, 
Langtry, and the knowledge that Mrs. Lang- 
try has been illustrated by George Purkess in 
the Police News has excited Mrs. West to the 
very greatest extent. I have heard that George 
has been offered an enormous sum by Mrs.

Langtry and others’ is, therefore, finally 
disposed of, and we have probably heard 
the last of it. It is useless for the six- 
penny twaddlers to deny that Langtry 
ever filed a petition. He did; and, as I 
have ssid before, an application Was made to 
Sir James Hannento hear it privately, and 
he consented. I am told, also, that Mr. Lang- 
try will shortly be appointed to some diplo- 
matic post abroad.

The Financial Condition of the United 
Stetes and Canada. 


The London (Ont.) Advertiser thus con- 
trasts the financial condition of the United 
States and of the Canadian Domin- 
ion. The showing is good even for us, and 
indicates how we prosper under Republican 
rule: 

Within two years the interest upon the debt 
of the United States will be 390,000,000 a vear 
less than it Was at the close of the war. Look- 
ing, then, at the position of the United States 
and Canada, we see that our neighbors are 
marching in the direction of emancipation 


from national burdens; we in the direction of 
larger obligations, Since the Federal Union 
of these provinces, they have paid off $1,000,- 


,o of their debt: we have more than dou- 
bled ours. While they have diminished the 
interest upon their debt forty-five per cent, 
we Bas e increased the interest upon our debt 
near'y forty per cent. By the end of this cen- 
tury they will have no debt, and a population 
of ),000,000; and we shall have a debt of 33.0, - 
OHOO.000 and a population of 7,000,000, For 
the current year the annual charge per capita 
for interest upon the public debt 
in the two countries is about the 
same; forthe past twenty vears we have had 
the ndvantage; after this vear the advantage 
Will be withthem. When our Pacitic Rail- 
wav is completeld wholly apart from the ia 
terest upon the debt which it will oceasion, it 
will add under the most favorable auspices 
$6,000,000 a year toour burden for running ex- 
penses, With the vearly burden of 315,500,500 
us interest upon our indebtedness abroad, 
and with half as much more for losses upon 
the working of Government railways we 
shall be in a sorry condition to compete 
with the United States. which, country with- 
out any public burdens, will possess thir- 
techn times our population and forty times our 
wealth.

LOTTERY LETTERS 


Forbidden to Pass Through the 
Mails, 


But Postmasters Unwilling to Stop Them— 
None Deta ned at the St. Louis Office. 


The following order relating to lottery com- 
panies and mail matter addressed to lottery 
agents Was recently sent out by the Post-Of- 
tice Department at Washington: 

POST-OFFICE DEPARTMENT, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., October 4, 1879. 
OFrVICE OF THE FIRST ASSISTANT 

VPOSTMAST . N-GENERAL. 
To the Postmaster at — 

Sin— The Assistant Attoraey-@euiral for 
this department, upon a case recently 
submitted to him by this 
oflice, has given as his 
opinion that under the 226th section ef the 
regulations in 3384 of Rev. Statutes, as 
amended by the act of July 12, 1876, letters 
addressed to lottery companies or to individ- 
uals When addressed to them as agents for 
such companies, are unmailable per se, and 
that postinasters should refuse to register let- 
ters Whenso addressed. * * VPostmasters 
are therefore instructed to refuse to mail 
or rewister letters or circulars so addressed. 

JAMES H. MARR, 
Acting First Ass’t Postmaster-General. 

In order to ascertain what effect this would 
have in the St. Louis Post-oflice, a reporter 
called on Postmaster Hays this morning, and 
from him and his assistants learned that the 
order was practically a dead-letter. Mr. 
Hays,as well as Mr. Wright, the superintend- 
ent of letter carriers, and Mr. Harlow, super- 
intendent of the railway mail service, says it 
is impossible to tell exactly what a letter con- 
tuins without opening it, and that if the Post- 
master opens a private letter he lays himself 
liable. He is therefore not willing 
to take the risk of deciding which are lottery 
letters and which are not. He has stopped 
no letters, and does not expect to. 

It is understood that the Postmasters of all 
the large cities have adopted the same policy.

Summer Fork Packing. 

The so-called summer season is now withina 
few days of its close, and the outcome will 
show the largest summer packing in the his- 
tory of the trade, and no ‘‘over-production’’ 
at that, for with the exception of lard there 
has gone into consumption during the past 
year a larger amount of product than has been 
made, the Western packing for twelve months 
footing up a total of 11,150,000 hogs, of which 
there is nothing but an unimportant surplus of 
product at the close excepting of lard. 

The movement of hogs the past week has 
been quite liberal, and, as compared with the 
fume time last year, shows no important cdil- 
ference. The weather remains quite warm, 
and prevents some houses from beginning op 
erations who are ready to kill hogs as soon as 
itis practicable to do sowithont ice. Prices 
for hogs areruling quite steady, and the qual- 
ity is generally good, while there is likewise a 
continued freedom from diseasein almost all 
the hog-producing districts
